He also 
pointed out that there were thou- 
sands of immigrant families in Ameri- 
can industrial communities thet had 
been saving to return to Burope and 
purchase agricultural homes and 
who now were prevented from leay- 
ing this country. Many of these, he 
said, no longer desire to return 
abroad. He also explained the efforts 
of his department and the postoffice 
agricultural departments in 
bringing together “the jobless man 
and tile maniess job, the landless 
man and the maniess land.”

ASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Secre- 
tary Daniels awarded contracts 
today for the construction of the 


six destroyers authorized by the last|’ 


naval appropriation bill as follows: 

Fore River Shipbuilding Company, 
two ships, $795,000 each; Bath Iron 
Works, two ships, $800,000 each; 
Cramp Shipbuilding Company, one 
ship, $820,000. 

The sixth ship will be constructed 
at the Mare Island Navy Yard, which 


submitted an estimate of $626,487! gecretary of the Navy to order sev- 


for one ship. It will be the first de- 
stroyer built In a government yard. 
The appropriation bill limited the 
amount to be paid for each destroyer 
to $925,000, but made no provision 
for more than six vessels. 
Consequently, the money saved in 
today’s award may not be used for 


additional construction, but must be 
turned back to the treasury. 

In this connection Mr. Daniels is- 
sued this statement: 
“The average cost of the five de- 
stroyers for which contract was 
awarded today was $802,000, or $73,- 
268.30 leas per vessel than the corre- 
sponding cost of the vessels of one 
year ago; or a total reduction in cost 
of the five vessels of $366,341.50. 


“If the appropriation bill had al- 
lowed the construction of six or more 
destroyers for the amount authorized. 
it would have been possible for the 


en destroyers instead of six, and keep 
within the appropriation.

WITHOUT MURMUR. 


BOSTOCK SHOW HAS BEEN HERE 
TWO WEEKS AND MAY 
STAY TWO YEARS. 


That an animal show containing 
more than 100 tamed denizens of .the 
wild can come to Los Angeles and be 
here for two weeks, its manager lease 
property near the ball park at Wash- 
ington and Main streets for two years, 
with an option for five, and secure a 
permit from the ci@ and even start 
construction of the arena, with none 
seeming to know of it, at least pub- 
licly, seems impossible. The Bostock 
Arena and Jungle, an English show, 
is here and proposes opening, with 
two shows a day, by January 1.

DECLARE WEALTHY 
PROMOTER GUILTY. 


WOMAN SCREAMS WHEN JURORS 
SPRING SURPRISE IN 
FRAUD CASE. 


Arthur W. Bull, promoter of a 
dozen townsites, reputed millionaire 
and apartment-house owner, was 


yesterday afternoon convicted in 
Judge Craig's court of obtaining $640 
by false pretenses from Charlies J. 
Webb, an engineer. The jury de- 
liberated half an hour. 
}sentenced December 18. His attorneys 
announced they will ask for a new 
trial. 

The verdict came as a great sur- 
prise to the wealthy defendant. who 
took the court proceedings as more 
or less of a joke. He was continually 
laughing and jesting with friends dur- 
ing the trial and appeared absolutely 
at ease. 

When the verdict was announced 
by the foreman of the jury, a stylishly 
gowned woman, who was seated in 
the front row, jumped to her feet and 
shouted, “It's an outrage!” She 
walked up to the complaining witness 
and threatened to kill him. Deputy 
Sheriff Bell then took charge of the 
screaming woman and ted her from 
the Hall of Justice. The defendant 
was given his liberty in $3000 bail. 

Accurding to Mr. Webb, the de- 
denfant gave him a relinquishment 
on a quarter section of land in Or- 
chard Valley in San Bernardino 
county for $640. He said Mr. Bull 
showed him a level section of land, 
suitable for cultivation, but that the 
land purchased was not the same land 
he was led to think he was to receive. 
He testified that the land he received 
was hilly and uneven, covered in part 
with drifting sand and gravel and en- 
tirely unfit for cultivation.

LONDON’S FOOD CHEAPER. 


Letter Declares Quotations are Set- 

ting Back from Hise Caused by. 

Outbreak of War. 

Food products in London have re- 
turned to almost normal figures, ac- 
eording to a letter received in Los 


Theodore Reece, one of the principal 


grocers of the English 
the outbreak and immediately after 


soared to almost unheard-of figures, 
but these have gradually settled until 
they are almost as low as during other 
years at the same season, according 
to the missive. 

“The government,” the letter says, 
“published a list of quotations at 
their maximum and enforced these 
prices as far as possible. The prin- 
cipal products were bacon, butter, 
cheese, lard, margerine and sugar. 
Bacon then sold at 36 cents a pound 
and is now back to 24 cents: butter 
at 36 cents, where it remains: lard 
at 16 cents, where it remains; mar- 
gerine at 20 cents, is now 18; sugar 
at 10 cents and this commodity is now 
back to 7 cents. 

“Rice, beans, biscuits,’ eggs and 
dried fruits have fluctuated backward 
and forward with the supply and de- 
mand. There is little fear in this 
country of an absolute shortage of 
food, larly as long as the com- 
munication with America can be kept 
up, many of our staples, such as those 
mentioned, selling for less this year 
than in former years and it being 
merely a matter of securing sufficient 
ransportation facilities to bring them 


over.” 
Mr. McKinney states there is a 
gradual increase in demand for all 


California food products, particularly 
for beans and dried fruits, which 
have gradually advanced in quota- 
tions.

BARTLETTS TERRIBLE TRIP. 

Because hunting was so poor, two 
camps were established at distant 
points on the Island, one at Cape 
Warring and one at Rogers Harbor. 
Then Capt. Bartlett took two weeks’ 
rations for himself and native com- 
panion, food for a month for his dog 
teain, and started across the ice 
plains of the winter-locked Arctic seas 
for the mainland of Siberia, in hope 
of reaching some one who would res- 
cue his people. 

For nineteen days he spent the 
trained forces of his body upon one 
of the most appalling physica) tasks 
that the North has ever recited to a 
southern people. His companion re- 
mained in splendid physical condi- 
tion. So great was the exhaustion 
daily that more food than allotted 
Was necessary and the supplies ran

HOST TO BANDIT: 
WHO ROBBED HIM. 
OLD RAILROAD MAN RECALLS 


VIVID MEMORIES OF 
JAMES GANG, 


A news dispatch telling of the 
serious illness of Frank James, the 
notorious ex-bandit, at Excelsior 
Springs, Mo., called up vivid memo- 


ries for W. T. Singleton, this city, 
Southern California representative of 
a nerthern copper company. Mr. 
Singleton was held up and robbed by 
the James gang while he was depot 
agent for the Wabash railroad in 
n, Mo., in 1876. 

“It was Frank James who pointed 
a revolver in my face in the most ex- 
citing experience of my life,” Mr 
Singleton said yesterday in his office 
in the Stimson building. “A few 
years after that I entertained him 
unawares at Richmond, Mo. 

“Three members of the terrible 
James gang swept down on us one 
Sunday afternoon. The Wabash train 
had stopped at North Lexington Junc- 
tion. The passengers for Lexington 
boarded a stage coach for the ferry 
which operated across the Missour! 
River. 

“About half way between the sta- 
tion and the river, three masked men 
rode out of the timber, waving revol- 
vers and shouting to the stage driver 
to stop. I was on the seat with the 
driver. The smallest man of the three, 
who I afterward learned was Frank 
James, pointed a revolver in my face 
and ordered me to get down, which I 
did in a hurry. 

“All of the passengers were lined 
up, made to hold up their hands and 
were robbed of their money and val- 
vables. The bandits took their time 
and did the work thoroughly. ev 
threatened to shoot one man 
he wanted his watch returned. 

“A minister who was a member of 
our frightened party suffered humfl- 
lation at the hands of the robbers. He 
wore an expensive biack sult. Ap- 
parently one ef the. gang was at- 
tracted by the neat cut of the Prince 
Albert coat and the divine was forced 
to change costumes with the robber 
Earlier in the day the three men had 
been seen by a woman in the neigh- 
borhood who recognized them as Jesse 
and Frank James and Liddle. 

“Six or seven years after the hold- 
up and after Jesse had been killed 
by Ford and the rest of the gang had 
surrendered to Gov. Crittendon of 
Missouri, Frank James came into the 
station while I was agent at Rich- 
mond, Mo. 

“It was a rainy night and IT saw a 
man, dressed like a trav anles. 
man, standing on the platform, 
vited him te come inaide to the fire. 
He accepted the invitation and we 
chatted pleasantly for several min- 
utes, After the train left’! 
that he had been recognized as Frank 
James.” 

Mr. Singleton was a pioneer tele- 
graph operator in Missouri. Begin- 
ning in 1871, he served as depot 
agent at more than a dozen Migsouri 
towns and later was promoted tm the 
service. He was general agent for 
the Erie Rallroad in Kansas City 
when he retired from the rafiroad 
business in 1896. He came to Call- 
fornia ten years ago. He lives at the 
Cynthia apartments in Long Beach.

It is contended, however, 
first, that the statute of limitations 
does not take effect until the legal 
period of six years has elapsed be- 
ginning at the time the land is pat- 
ented, but only at the time that the 
fraud is discovered.
